great enthusiasm. 
His Majesty then made a epsech, in which he stated that Belgium, 
as wellas himself, bad loat a father. Ho was moved by the homage 
of the nation and the sympathy of fo sovereigns and princes, 
und thanked them fn bis own name and in the name of the country, 
His Me) continurd :— 

“Tw religiously follow the exemple and the'precepts of my 
father, and will never et the duties imposed upon me by this 
precions inheritance. I will be a Belgien king from my beart and 
sonl I love those greàt institutions which guarantee order and 
liberty, and which are tbe most solid bases of the “brove. My oon- 
stitutiopal position keeps me aloof from the conflict of opinions, 
leaving the country to decide between them I desire to give 
those who devote themselves to the crowning of the national edifice 
the assurance of my co-operation. By activity and progress Bel- 
gium will retain the support of foreign Powers” 

His Majesty repeated the words uttered by his late father upon 
ascending the throne, ‘My heart koowa no other ambition than to 
see you happy," and concluded by imploring the Divine assistance 
and protection for himself and B-jgiam 

His Majesty's speech was received with great enthusiasm. 

The Queen then presented her son to the Obembers, end their 
Majesties took their depsrture amid shoute of *' Vive le Bot!

On Saturday the funeral of the late King of the Belgians took place

The offidtals invited to take part in the ceremonies at the Palace 
began to &rrive soon after nine o'clock. As they alighted at the 
chief entrance they were escorted up the staircases, all huag with 
black, exorpt upon the landings, where the orape gloom vas broken 
by smali hatchments, which even made the general effeot of the 
interior of the palace, if possible, more fuvercal than ever. Yet 
sombre s these wide black unfrequented staircases at ürst ap- 
peared, they seemed by contres; almost cheerful to the 
great seloone to which they gave admictarcs. All the shutters 
were closed, all the blinds and ourtsios drawn A few 
streaky raye of half dewn peered through them here and 
there, just enough to show where tables and vases 
were to be avoided, and now and then enable cne to 
discern the outlines of the pictures and mirrors with which 
the lofty walls were garnished. Sileace and darkaess seemed the 
rule. Oocossionslly tbe latter was dissipated as soma of the royal 
mourners passed through the saloons to the White Drawing-room, 
where the body lay in atate; and from thie regal chember, where 
the doors were thrown «ide, came the glare of lighte from many 
candelabra, seeming all tbe more brilant from their contrast with 
the heavy piles of velvet drapery which surrounded the cofilo. Oa 
the previous night the body had beén laid in its oeffüns There 
were four of these, and all of great size. The first wase very 
massive one o! lead; the second and third of osk three inches 
thick, end lined with lead; the fourth and last a maseive case of 
ebouy of great weight and thickness, bat unadorned except by a 
black piste with the simple inscription—

drink, he revived. Commander Brand having ordered hjm to get 
up and come forward, he came up to him. But when the com. 
mander told him that there were twenty lashes remaining which he 
was to get, he entreated him to spare him, which was accordingly 
done; and the poor fellow, writhing under the pain from the wound, 
inflicted by the lash, crawled away.” Another may, named Miles 
a schoolmaster and reporter, wae tried for having escaped ont of 
custody before trial. It does not appear thet anything else 
was charged against him, and the only witnesses were the officers 
in charge of the prisoners. He was sentenced to tty 
lashes, the administration of which is thus ohronioled ;— 
“It was Mileg’a lot to receive hia lashes at the hands of a baok- 
handed corporal of Marines, who is acknowledged by every one t; 
lay them on prodigiously. Every stroke he deals is heard to de 
soend with a heavy ' whoo' on the back of the reoipieat, and a 
dozen given by his stalwart arm are worth fifty of those from any 
other of the pr ei Miles seemed actually bent in two after 
he received bia ing."

If they had been told us of Austriang in Italy, 
of Rasaians in Poland, of Frenoh in Algeria, bow we should have 
invoked the curse of heaven oa the mea who thus disgraced our 
common humanity! And now we must read them as done by our- 
selves not five weeks since, as done not in penalty, but in “ pre- 
caution;” as done not on evidence of violence, bus on suspicion of 
stealing, or conviction of escaping ; as dong by Englishmen to 
women! Where can we hide our heade for shame and griet and 
horror at the iporediole apd indelible ignominy thes has fallen on 
our name? it is not possible that any evidence to be produced 
can excuse such deeds as some of these are, if they have really 
been done.

FATAL COLLISION IN THE ENGLISH OHANNEL, 
AT shout ba/f pest eleven on Wednesday night week, the mail 
peoket Samptire, on her voyage frow Dover to Osleig, with the 
msile sad about seventy psssenyere, came into collision wih an 
Americsn barque. Bne was e rock in her fore-»ompartn est, whioh 
immediately fillet; but being constructed with water-tisbc com- 
partments, the passengers and crew were all kept in safety in the 
sfter-part of the vessel, until the Bel, ion mail peoket, Le Belzique, 
osme to her assistance, and conveyed passeugers, crew, aud bsg- 
gage in safety to Dover The dead bodies of a gentleman and two 
ladies were taken from the fore-osbin of tne Samphire. 

The barque tarved out to be the Fanny Buck of Boston, b und 
from Rotwrdam for Cardiff Bbe is of abou: 500 tons burden, aad 
was laden with ballast The Sampbire arrived at the mouth of 
Dover harbour by seven o'olook next morving, the passengers 
having been landed in small oats. The collision must bave been 
terrific. The steamer, which is iron-plated, was stove in right 
down to the keel, every timber in her appearing to have been 
loosened. The barque, whioh wae obliged to enter Dover harboar, 
is also much damaged. The iron plates of the steamer pierced to 
& depth of nearly a foot into the barque's solid timbers at the bow, 
Her stem and outwater were broken away, and she was stove in 
several places both below and above water. 

The nam.s of tbe saff-rers who lost th-ir lives are Morsieur 
Lyneler, tr«veiler for the boase of Messrs. Bückering, Freres, aod 
Oo, No 87 Boulevard des Capucines, Paris, aod one foreign gen- 
tleman unknown, who were both lost overboard at the time of the 
collision — l'h» uufortuaate pers n+ found drowned in their oabin 
were, Miss Bain: s, 0! Ya'ding. K-nt, and her goveroces, Mise Koaig ; 
and leo M Martin Daclercq of Gravelines Their bodies were 
brought sshore, and an inqueest beld oo their remains 

Tbe jary, after about an bour and a balf's deliberation, returned 
the f ilòwing verdiot:—" The jury find that the deaths of the 
three persons in question wae aooiden'a!; but that the accident in 

uestion might have been avoided if the barque bad shown a better 
pw In recording ‘his verdict the juty could not seperate without 
expressing their admiration of the conduct of Oaptsin Bennett and 
the crew of the Samphíre fur the oooluess and intrepidity displayed 
by them in their trying position, which, under God's providence, 
Was the means of reson'ng 80 many lives; also, that great praise 
Was due to Captain Hoet, of the Belgian sieamer, for his ready 
assistance” 

The collision, we understand, will form the subject of a Board 
of Trade i: quiry as to who shall pay for the Samphire's dam.ge. 

The '«llowing further particulars are contained in a private 
telegram :— 

* About twenty minutes after leaving Dover last evening, anà 
when some eight miles from the shore, the Samphire ran into & 
b«rque. name unknown, and while the latter pareued her course 
uno ncernedly, tbe former, afier a little trembling and staggering 
to and fro, settled down with her head and forepart ín the water, 
aud ber stern and after-deok in the air It wae a dark end foggy 
night, bat as tuose on deok meiatain, neither so dark nor so foggy 
ss to prevent the lights of paesiug vessele being seeu Nv fog 
»iguals had been made, aod the salle eni meets of the barque 
seemed to spring up rapidly and silently from the dark waters, as if 
to overwhelm the lit'ie steamer roshíog to its fate. A ory of 
‘dard &-port!' a soufll. a; ard shou iug amonuest the men on deck, 
ana a mighty crash waich threw women and obildren from their 
bertns and sofas to the ground, and whioh sent men spinning like 
teetotame about the deck, oc»urred concurrently. Ten cames 
fierce rash to the boats, amid frantic cries for ‘the captain,’ and a 
wild medley of shrieks snd groane and prayers. The night, 
‘hough dark, wes still and calm, and the sea without a ripole, or 
there iv litle doubt that few would have survived to tll the 
Bamphire'stale. Nei‘ her the ropes nor gear of these bostes werein work- 
ivg order, and the French bagman who rushed first into one of them, 
bad to cut aud back with bis pooket-&pife b-fore it could be lowered 
into the water. Ths foros with which each bost descended dashed 
ite occupspts, some into the sea, some sgsinot its seate and sides 
and bottom, Oruising them severely, One of the boats capsized, 
drowning some of i's passengers, and none were so equipped ae to 
be ready for the emergency. N thing could have been woree or 
more discreditable thau tne selfish rash made by the great balk ot 
the mele passougers. In vain did the captain and sunoù of the 
gentlemen who kept their heads fmplore them to give way for the 
wonen aud obildren — Evry one seemed iu the last stege of selfien 
fright, and to the eterna! disgrace of ite panic-strigeun ocoapante, the 
tiret bost pushed off with ebuat twenty men sod not a wiagle women 
or child oa board. When the boste bad all left there were but three 
or tour of the ship's crew, stokers and sailors, left ia her, acd it 
must therefore be explained why, with lady passengers etil on 
bosrd, the men whose duty it was to save life and atiok to their 
vessel should nearly all apprar to have deserted her in the hour of 
her direst need. The bost which turned over before reaching the 
water, and so threw five people into the ses, bad bern cut down 
with upreagoning hssta, a Huwisn gentlemen in a bugo far oloak 
bemny one of the tiret to scracble in. Tne sufferings and death of 
this uahappy fore'goer form one of the moet toacbing feotdente of 
the pight fne cloak be wore so spread out upon the seu that he 
was kept floating for more then belf an hour before hie strenyth 
gave Way, end he sank for ever. Hie orive and moans for nelp were 
cou tant and piieous. Ropes were thrown to him, which 
be osaght, bat was too #wek to hold. At leogth the 
osptain, at the risk of his own hfe, planged into the aes end fast- 
naed a etroog cord round tbe drowuing man’s bead ana shoulders. 
At this time ic must be remembered thet the stern of the steamboat 
vas completely out of the water aad her rudder in the air, so that 
the heigut of ‘he oul varka and the conseqaeat distance bet «een aea 
sud deck mate islly less-ned the onanoce »f saving life. The cap- 
tain was hauled back with no saall difficalty, & geatleman filling 
the posicion of her Majeety's coneul abroad, aud some half-d zon 
others, siding wita might aud main. When thie was done, and ‘he 
poor Mosniug orestare in the water was «ken in ha.d, every effort 
to eave bin proved trailess. The hage far cloak sad the bearskin 
oap hai oy ths time become so densely saturated with the »slt 
water that bis w-ivne was tbat of half a dozea m-n, and afre- briog- 
ing this poor geutioman’s head on a level with the buiwarke three

Meanwhile the several bote 
loads were in no emall peril. Bo overcrowded that it wag ail bot 
invosstole to use an oar, those on board had to paddle feebly against 
every possible difüculcy save that of unfavourab!e weather Oat 
of the türee rowers in one boat tvo for some time pulled one 
way and one another, and ihe result wes thet a series of circles 
were described before it was discovered that the steamer was not 
being left behind.
